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Preceding the meeting, Chairperson Joanell Mogstad discussed with members the likelihood of there not
being a quorum, due to the presence of only two members and no dternates in Membership Category 1.
There gppeared to be unanimous agreement to proceed with the meeting, to receive Project Presentations
as scheduled and devel op recommendationsfor project approvalsat the next RAC meseting dready sched
uled for June 10, 2004

1. Meeting Called to Order

Chairperson Mogstad cdled the mesting of the Eugene Didrict Bureau of Land Management (BLM) Re-
source Advisory Committee (RAC) for the Secure Rurd Schools and Community Sdf DeterminationActof
2000 to order at 9:15am. Shewecomed Bill Richardson as areplacement member for Mr. Im Thrailkill
in Category 2. She noted that a quorum was not present and said no decisions would be made during the
meseting. She invited those who were present to introduce themsdlves.

Designated Federd Officid Wayne Elliott reported that the Charter establishing the RAC had been revised
and distributed to memberswith the agenda of the meeting. He explained that anew section on EthicsRe-
sponsihilities of Members had been added, that project recommendations were now to be prioritized, and
that Committee funding would now be provided by the BLM.

Mr. Elliott announced that the three-year terms of al RAC members and dternates would expire on De-
cember 20, 2004. He said membersand aternates could be re-gppointed to consecutive three-year terms,
at the discretion of the Secretary of the Interior, but that those interested were required to re-apply. He
noted that application materia had been distributed with the agenda of the meeting and that it needed to be
returned to the BLM Didrict Office within thirty days.

Mr. Elliott reported that a consulting firm from Cdifornia had been engaged to eva uate the operation of
RAC’ sinwestern Oregonand Cdifornia. He said the report produced would probably be used to helpde-
termineif the Secure Rurd Schoolsand Community Salf Determination Act should be reauthorized, but thet
he didn't have alot of information at thistime. He said additiona information would be availablelater, but
that it appeared members and saff of the Eugene BLM District RAC might be contacted to respond to
relevant questions.

2. StatusReportsof Titlell Project and Funding—Rounds 1, 2 and 3

Mr. Elliott presented status reports regarding Secure Rurd Schoolsand Community Self Determination Act
Title 11 projects approved during Rounds 1, 2, and 3, asfollows:

1. Project #ED 02 and#EE 02— Leopold Creek Culverts(Douglas County) — Project compeaed
under budget with excellent results. $5,430 carry-over funds returned to RAC operating fund.
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2. Project #EE 03 — Hult Pond Road Improvement Project, Phase 1 — Projects approved in
Rounds 1 and 2 will be completed by August- September 2004, pending contract award. Work
remaining involves placement of binder rock, fina grading, and two coats of chip sed oil on gp-
proximately three miles of road.

3. Project #EE 04 — Goodpasture Culverts— Project approved in Round 1 wascompleted $143
over budget in August 2003.

4. Project #EE 05— Cottage Grove/Big River Stream Crossings— Cost Estimatesfor projectsin
volving replacement of three stream crossing culverts approved in Rounds 1 and 2 exceeded avail-
able RAC funding and will be completed using non-RAC resources. Engineering and design work
for gpproximately nine additiond culvertsare currently being completed and construction will begin
in summer 2004.

5. Project #EE 06— Abandoned Vehicle Removal — Projects approved in Rounds 1, 2, and 3were
very successful, over 370 vehicles have been removed from public lands including remova of nu-
merous tires and gppliances.

6. Project #EE 07 — Cottage Grove/Big River Stream Enhancement — Projects gpproved in
Rounds 1 and 2 had added stream structuresto afive mile stretch of Big River. Fied surveys, pro-
ject design, and Endangered Species Act clearance for project approved in Round 3 are nearly
complete. Congtruction is scheduled to begin August 2004, adding another 1.5 miles of stream
structures.

7. Project #EE 08 — Scotch Broominventory — Project gpproved in Round 1. Photo rectification,
field verification, and find mapping project were completed in December 2003. Prioritization of
trestment locations are being identified and planned using the map.

8. Project #EE 09 — Juvenile Forest Work Team — Ecosystem restoration projects approved in
Rounds 1, 2, and 3 have been successfully completed. Crew numbers were over-estimatedin
Rounds 2 and 3 and funds returned to RAC operating fund.

9. Projects #EE 10 and #EN 50 — Forest Work Camp (Lane, Douglas and Linn Counties) —
Projects approved in Rounds 1, 2, and 3 were successfully completed.

10. Project #EE 11 — Clay and Whittaker Creek Trail and Campground Maintenance— Project
gpproved in Round 2 completed in cooperation with Northwest Y outh Corps in summer 2003.
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11. Project #EE 12 — Shotgun Park Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) Improvements —
Project gpproved in Round 2 completed in September 2003.

12. Project #EE 13— Disposal of Illegally Dumped Household Gar bage— Removal and disposing
project gpproved in Round 2 completed very successfully, project iscomplete but has carry-over
fundsin the amount of $15,262. New proposal in Round 4 isfrom theUniversity of Oregon, Envi-
ronmental Studies Service Learning Program (S P) and involves aresearch and monitoring project
to inventory trash Stesand assigt in their management.

13. Project #EE 14 — Goodpastur e Road | mprovement — Funding for project approved in Round 2
was supplemented with Didtrict Jobs-In-The-Woods program resources and involves replacing
seven sream crossing culverts, replacement/addition of gpproximately 30 cross drains, and re-
rocking 3.8 miles of road. Congtruction planned for fal 2004.

14. Projects #EE 15 and ED 03 — Invasive Plant Species Treatment (Lane, Douglas, and Linn
Counties) — Project approved in Round 2 involved onthe-ground control trestment of invasve
specieson 300 acres. Project continues in Round 3 as #EE 20.

15. Project #EE 16 —Willamette Basin Weed Management Partner ship— Northwest Oregon| rnver
sve Management Partnership proj ect approved in Round 2 wasinitiated in 2003 with various part-
ners in the Southern Willamette Valey. Three Weed Management Aress have been formed,
adopted management plans, identified weeds of concern, and arein the process of signing Memo-
randums of Understanding.

16. Project #EE 17 — Lane County Fish Passage | mprovement — Project approved in Round 3is
undertaken in cooperation with McKenzie Watershed Council. Design for six fish barrier culverts
under Lane County roads has been completed and replacement of threeis scheduled for June/Jduly
2004. One replacement has been cancelled after further technica review. Completion of twore-
maining cuverts will be proposed in Round 4.

17. Project #EE 18— Northwest Youth Corps— Project gpproved in Round 3 will fund campground
and facilities maintenance work and trail construction and maintenance to be completed summer
2004.

18. Project #EE19 — Fish Creek Culverts— Project approved in Round 3 involved three culverts.
Two will be removed and replaced with conspan stream smulation arch culverts and one will be
dip-lined to prevent futurefailure. Contract to be awardedin June 2004 and construction planned
for late summer.
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19. Project #EE 20 — Invasive Species Treatments— Project gpproved in Round 3 to remove nox-
ious weeds and invasive plantsin several BLM Didtrict locations. Only 600 acres completed to
date dueto fire restrictions in 2003. Project to be completed in 2004.

20. Project #EE 20— Linn County Timber Road — Project gpproved in Round 3 to widen 0.03 miles
of existing road and add gravel shoulders. Nationd Environmenta Policy Act (NEPA) documenta:
tioniscomplete and preliminary design work begun. Congtruction planned for late summer 2004.

21. Project #EE 01— Eugene Resour ce Advisory Committee Oper ating Expenses— Expensesfor
Rounds 1, 2, and 3 have been $39,935. The new RAC Charter specifiesthat BLM will fund these
expenses from non-Title 11 appropriated funds.

22. Project #£EE 99 — BLM In-Direct Overhead Expenses — Project expenses have averaged
$140,200 in each of Rounds 1, 2, and 3.

3. Election of Vice Chairperson
Chairperson Mogstad stated that election of anew Vice Chairperson would be delayed until the next med-
ing, dueto thelack of aquorum. She noted that the person el ected would be required to represent Mem:
bership Category 2.
Chairperson Mogstad declared a fifteen-minute recess at 10:10 am.
Chairperson Mogstad stated that she would be unable to attend the Specid RAC Meeting scheduled for
June 10. She determined there was agreement that she would contact a Category 1 Member to serve as
chairperson in her absence.

4. Round 4, Titlell Project Presentations
Mr. Elliott reiterated that no voting would be completed today asthereisnot aquorum of membersand that
meseting actionstoday are gtrictly informationd in nature and that voting on projectswould be done on June
10, 2004.

Presentations were made of Title Il Projects proposed for funding in Round 4 and members discussed
them, asfollows:

A. Multi-Year Continuation Projects

1. Abandoned Vehicle Removal (#EE06) — Sponsor: Norm Maxwell. Description: Remova of
abandoned vehicles, diminating threatsto clean water and other forest values. Vehiclesareidenti-
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fied, disposed of properly, and identified owners contacted by law enforcement authorities to seek
recovery of remova costs. Approximately 40 vehicleshave been removed annualy. Becauseof a
declinein collectionsto an “unauthorized usestrust fund” established to supplement the project, the
cost of continuing the project at its current level cannot be sustained and funding requestsfor FY 05
and FY 06 will be raised by $4,000. Funds Requested: $20,000.

Mr. Kent asked if it would be possible for efforts of the Juvenile Forest Work Team or Forest
Work Camp Work Crewsto supplement the project. Project Sponsor Norm Maxwell replied thet
thetechnica aspects of removing abandoned cars were accomplished by asngleindividud withthe
proper equipment. Hesaid heregularly a so removed abandoned household gppliancesat thesame
timeascars.

Mr. Hinman asked how successful were effortsto trace vehicle ownersfor collection of the cost of
remova. Mr. Elliott replied that determining ownership was often difficult because of agenerd un-
willingnessto accept responsibility. He said it has been reported that some vehicleswere placed on
BLM land by private landowners, on whose land they were origindly illegdly asandoned to avoid
respongbility for remova codts.

At this point, the telephone connection with Ms. Morrison was disrupted and was unable to be resumed.
She was no longer considered present.

2. Juvenile Forest Work Team (#EEQ09) — Sponsor: Lane County Department of Y outh Services.
Description BLM and Forest Service generate work projects for the team designed for forest
hedth improvement. Projectsinclude noxiousweed abatement, traill maintenance, dleanup of illegd
dup stes, wildfire hazard reduction, wildlife habitat restoration, streamrestoration, and fish habitat
enhancement. Funds Requested: $103,255.

Lane County representative John Arnold said Rounds 1, 2, and 3 projectshad cleared 473 miles of
roadside, maintained 568 campsites, refurbished 17 structures, and established 5 permanent trash
collection routes. He explained that $146,000 of the Round 3 alocation had been refunded be-
cause carryover funds from Rounds 1 and 2 were available.

Mr. Kent asked if “materialsand supplies’ budgeted for the Project were dways digposableitems
Mr. Arnold replied that the mgjority of what was identified in that category was food.

3. Lane County Forest Work Camp (#EE10 and #EN50) — Sponsor: Lane County Sheriff’ s Of-
fice. Description Federd land managers identify projects that require full-time work by 8 to 15
crews. Projectsinclude forest health improvement, habitat restoration, riparian release, control of
noxiousweeds, refuseremovd, trail maintenance, road maintenance, and decommissoning, camp-
ground maintenance, and wildfire hazard reduction. Funding Requested: $237,127.
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Mr. Arnold said Rounds 1, 2, and 3 had maintained 25 miles of roadway, cleared 2,672 acres of
noxious weeds, and maintained and improved 100 structures. He noted that there were no capital
expenditures in the budget request for Round 4.

4. Invasive Species Control (#EE20) — Sponsor: BLM. Project Description: Contract crews use
mechanica or manua methods to remove noxious weeds and invasive plants on BLM Didtrict
lands. Some siteswill be re-treatment areas and othersinitia trestment areas. Project designwill
be by BLM gaff. Funding Requested: $130,000

BLM Staff Chuck Fairfield reviewed the benefits of the project and said most efforts would be
adong roadsdes. He explained that specia effort would be exerted to deal with anew speciesof
Scotch Broom recently discovered in the Didtrict. He said there was coordination with private
landowners and that Forest Work Camp crews were often used.

Mr. Kent asked if cooperation with private landowners was successful. Mr. Fairfield described
projects carried out in collaboration with timber companies, Lane County, and area watershed
councils.

Mr. Woodard asked if there was interest in exploring the use of herbicides in weed eradication.
Mr. Fairchild replied thet, with the exception of 4 chemicas, BLM isunder acourt injunctionto use
nothing but mechanica eradication methods on public lands. He said astudy was currently being
made of new, more environment-friendly chemical products and that changesmight be possiblein
the future.

Mr. Kent asked why the Round 4 fund request had increased. Mr. Fairchild replied that additiona
worker hourswere needed to address problemsin new areas and that additional time aso allowed
for better project contral.

Mr. Richardson asked if re-vegetation wascarried out in areas of weed eradication. Mr. Fairchild
replied that machinery recently acquired to perform such atask had been declared unacceptableby
Occupationa Safety and Hedlth Act (OSHA) authorities and that effortsto meet requirementswere
underway.

5. Disposal of Illegally Dumped Household Gar bage (#EE13) — Mr. Elliott reported that thispro-
ject, asorigindly planned, iscomplete but that the new proposa from the U of O would get most of
the data from this project (#EE13). It could be viewed as a continuation project or anew project
proposal. Sponsor: University of Oregon Environmenta Studies Service Learning Program. Pro-
ject Description: Support aprogram using teamsof university students and staff to mep and expand
adatabase of illega trash siteswith information from the watersheds of the Middle Fork of the Wil
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lamette and Mohawk rivers. New work would include the entire Eugene Didtrict. Forest Work
Camp gtaff will be trained to use Globa Postioning Satdllite technology to create mapsaof dump-
gtes and recording findings prior to their being cleaned. An interactive webste to encourage and
support citizen monitoring and prevention effortswill be created. Best practicesfor dumping pre-
vention would be researched and proposals made to stem the problem. Funding Requested:
$14,060.

Universty of Oregon Environmenta Studies Service Learning Program Coordinator Steve Mita
described the project and explained the co-funding of the effort by the University. Hesaid thepro-
ject would alow coordination of cleanup effortsin the District and would focus on prevention. He
sad the project also included educationd programs for schools and community groups.

Mr. Woodard asked if the project would identify Sites regularly used for group drug and acohol
abuse. Mr. Mitd replied that such “party sites’ had beenincluded in Smilar projectscarried outin
other locations.

In response to a question from Mr. Kent, Mr. Mital explained that the funding requested for the
project, together with University resources contributed, would pay for ten hoursaweek of work by
four undergraduate students, one graduate student, and the supervision of the program coordinator
for an academic year.

B. New Project Proposals

1. Shotgun Creek Off Highway Vehicle Trail System - Sponsor: BLM. Project Description: A
physicd inventory will be completed and a public scoping process and Environmental Assessment
planning process for making modifications to the existing 24-mile trail system will be devel oped.
Effortswill focuson reducing watershed impacts and loss of vegetation. | mplementationactionswill
be refined after the planning process is completed. Funds Requested: $77,000.

BLM Staff Diana Bus made a dide presentation of thetrail system and processesto beusedinthe
modifications. She said resourcesfor inventory and planning processeswerevery limited. Shesad
the project would be completed in fall 2004 and implementation begun in 2005.

Mr. Woodard said hewas surprised the Oregon Department of Forestry wasnot participating asa
cooperating sponsor of the project.

Mr. Alverson asked why the project had been developed before NEPA requirements were met.
Ms. Bus replied that the project request was to provide funds for planning processes.
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Ms. Mogstad suggested that off-road vehicletrall planning utilize the services of the limited number
of expertsin the fidd who were available localy.

Mr. Woodard said he believed the project would be more appeding if implementation was in-
volved. Mr. Kent said he agreed because it could be opposed for including only planning. Ms.
Bus replied that the BLM intended to seek multi-year funding for the project that would includea
request for implementation resources.

Ms. Mogstad said it would be hel pful to identify thefinal outcomes proposed for the project, even
in the gpplication for planning resources.

Mr. Fairchild asked if any of the trail system was located on privately owned land. Ms. Busre-
ferred to adocument entitled “ Shotgun OHV Trall System” that contained amap showing theloca
tions the system entered private lands and noted that travel was dlowed in those areas only on
graveled and paved roads.

2. Taylor Boat Landing Recreation Ste — Sponsor: BLM. Project Description Vigtor
safety/satisfaction and Site protection improvementswill be added — concrete boat launch pandsin
place of existing gravel launch pad; Ste entry modifications for additiond safety; ADA accessble
prefabricated vault toilet; picnic tables and grills; access routes connecting key ste features; Ste
sgnagefor identification, information, and interpretation; defined activity areas; and re-vegeationof
denuded areas. Funds Requested: $84,000.

Ms. Bus made a dide presentation of the current conditions at the Site. She said NEPA require-
mentsfor the project had been completed. Shedistributed copies of maps showing thevicinity and
proposed improvements to the Site.

3. Suslaw Recreation Facilities Development — Sponsor: BLM. Project Description: Camp-
ground facilitiesat the Lake Creek Falls Watchable Wildlife Sitefish [adder will beupgraded. Visk-
tor information and interpretation through signs, brochures, maps, and displayswill bereplaced and
expanded. An information and interpretation kiosk and visitor guides will be created for the Hult
Pond area. Campground facilities at Whittaker Creek, Clay Creek, and Sharp’s Creek will be
modified, replaced, and retrofitted to meet ADA accessbility standards. Funds Requested:
$118,000.

BLM Recreation Planner Mark Conley expressed gppreciation for previous RAC recommenda
tions supporting improvementsin Siudaw Resource Arearecreation Stes. He described detailsand
benefits of the proposed devel opment project.
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Mr. Kent asked if normaly budgeted BLM resourceswere used for effortslikethe proposed pro-
ject. Mr. Conley replied that they were, but that fundsfor completion of what was proposed were
not available.

In responseto arequest from Mr. Kent, Mr. Conley said hewould seek to identify possible reduc-
tionsin the scope of the proposed project. He said what was currently included had beenidentified
as the most pressing projects in the Resource Area, but that they had not been prioritized in the

proposd.

Mr. Alverson asked if NEPA studies had been completed for the proposed project. Mr. Conley
replied that the required impacts for each eement had been identified, but that an overdl plan for
the Hult Pond area was not yet complete.

4. Northwest Youth Corps Employment and Eugene Recreation Maintenance — Sponsor:
Northwest Y outh Corps. Description: Northwest Y outh Corps conservation crewswill work on
mai ntenance and congtruction projectsinthe Didtrict. Project areasinclude annud cleanup and fa-
cilities maintenance of the Row River Trall, facilities and trall maintenance at Shotgun Creek Park
and Off-Highway Vehicle Trail System, Cleanup and rehabilitation of Hult pond Dispersed Rec-
regtion Site and lake Creek Fdls Watchable Wildlife Site, annua maintenance of Whittaker and
Clay Creek Recrestion sites, and additional work projects identified or changed to meet Didtrict
recreation maintenance priorities. Funds Requested: $68,126.

Northwest Y outh Corps Project Manager Ethan Nelson madea presentation on the misson, bene-
fits, and program of hisorganization. Helisted accomplishments and showed pictures of success-
fully completed projects. Hereviewed funding sourcesfor the Corps. Heexplained that amgority
of Title 1l funding received through RACs supported the summer residentia or school programs.

Chairperson Mogstad declared a thirty-minute lunch recess a 12:15 p.m.

5. Row-Mosby Fire Hazard Reduction — Sponsor: Eastern Lane Unit, Cascade Didtrict, Oregon
Department of Forestry. Description: The project isan effort to reducefire hazards around homes
within%2mileof BLM lands. A planning phase will involve contacting community leaders, forming
planning teams and beginning to interact with community residents about the need to prepare for
homefiresafety. Animplementation phasewill indude community mestings, door-to-door surveys
free home assessments, and digibility for partid rebate of the cost of firefue reduction. FundsRe-
quested: $22,350.

Oregon Department of Forestry representative Tom Berglund presented the project proposa. He

sad its primary purpose was to protect the forest from home fires, but that it offered equal safety
benefit to homeowners from wildfires. He described the effort in rdation to a Nationd Fire Plan-
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ning Grant received by his department. He referred to a map that showed the locations of 700
homeswithin¥2mile of BLM land and said that 512 of the homes had been assessed asin need of
fire safety improvements. He described the positiveimpacts of the program e sawhereinthe state.

Mr. Woodard asked if hazard insurance companies participated in the program. Mr. Berglundre-
plied that contacts with company representative with interests in the area should be made.

Mr. Baker said hisexperience with the program was that a“ clear-cut” was not a recommended
procedurefor creating fire safety zonesaround ahome. Mr. Berglund added that aprinciple of the
program to stressincreasing the possibility of surviving awildfire, but to not creste undue anxiety for
residents.

Mr. Baker asked what portion of the Nationd Fire Planning Grant was utilized in the area of the
Eugene BLM Didrict. Mr. Berglund replied that $195,000, gpproximately twenty percent of the
grant was used locdly.

In responseto questionsfrom Mr. Kent, Mr. Berglund stated that it would be possiblefor the pro-
posed project to receive RAC funding without requiring any commitments for subsequent years.
He said the proposed project would fund goproximeately one-hdf of the program in the Didtrict
area. He said discussonswith areatimber holding companies about supporting the program were
planned.

In response to questions from Mr. Alverson, Mr. Baker, Mr. Fairchild, and Mr. Woodard, Mr.
Berglund explained that the “workforce cost” included in the budget of the proposed project was
for contract workersto conduct surveys and assessments and that local residents would be given
thefirst opportunity for employment. Hesaid asmdl portion of project resourceswould beusadto
improve water access Sites.

Mr. Kent suggested that “partnering” with schools in the area of the project could be beneficd.

Mr. Fairchild said he was not convinced that the project would benefit federd land and suggested
that a*“ stronger case” be about it.

6. Coburg/Calapoolia Fire Hazard Reduction - Sponsor: Eastern Lane Unit, Cascade Didrict,
Oregon Department of Forestry. Description: Save as above. Funds Requested: $159,500.

7. McKenze Culverts — Fish Passage Improvement — Sponsor: McKenzie Watershed Council.
Description: Fish passage barriersat two locationswill be removed and provided listed fish access
to five miles historicaly occupied habitat on BLM lands. The project will be carried out through
cooperation between Lane County, Oregon Department of Fish and Wildlife, privateindudtrid tim:
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ber companies, Oregon Department of Forestry, BLM, U.S. Forest Service, and other watershed
councils. Funds Requested: $135,500.

McKenzie Watershed Council Projects Manager Juan W el sh described the purpose and work of
watershed councils. He said the proposed project was not on BLM land, but adjacent to it and
would enable fish passage to three miles of habitat on Parsons Creek and two miles of habitat on
Tom Creek. He showed pictures of the locations of the proposed project.

8. Mohawk River/McGowen Creek Confluence Area Stream Enhancement — Sponsor:
McKenzie Watershed Council. Description: In partnership with the Mohawk Watershed Group
and private resdentid and agriculturd landowners, watershed restoration projects will be under-
taken on a minimum of six properties near the confluence. The quaity and quantity of Chinook
sdmon rearing habitat will be improved. Riparian restoration will eiminate degradation of stream
banks and promote lower water temperatures.  Wood debris will be added in-stream. Post-
project implementation monitoring and maintenance will take place. Funds Requested: $74,250.

Mr. Welsh showed pictures of the area of the project and described proposed work to be done.
He said a watershed council was best suited to develop the cooperation necessary for the pro-
posed project.

Mr. Alverson said he believed the project would be most successful if a mechanism to prevent
landownersfrom removing streaminfrastructure wasincluded. Mr. Welshreplied that such restric-
tions were established with the collaboration of those who funded the project and that they were
normaly limited to no more than five years.

Chairperson Mogstad declared a ten-minute recess at 1:.55 p.m.

9. Coburg Hills Habitat Enhancement — Sponsor: BLM. Description: Approximately 420 acres
of 54-64 year old timber will betreated to develop additional bad eagle habitat and produce forest
productson BLM land. Suitable nest trees, standsof large conifers, sructurd diversity will becre-
ated. Snagsand down logswill enhance potentid nesting sitesand a so provide habitat for avariety
of other wildlife species. Roads proposed for closure or decommissioning will beandyzed in the
environmenta assessment. Funds Requested:  $122,000.

BLM Upper Willamette Resource Area Supervisor Trish Wilson explained the objectivesand de-
scribed proceduresto befollowed in thetwo-year project. Shesaid athinned stand of timber with
increased diversity would result from the harvest of gpproximatdy five million board feet of lumber.

She said additiona bad eagle nesting and wintering habitat in the areawould be achieved over a
number of years.
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In response to a question from Mr. Kent, Ms. Wilson said recaiving less funding than requested
would result in areduction of resources, but that the project would likely continue to be undertaken.

In responseto aquestion from Mr. Alverson, Ms. Wilson explained that revenue derived from the
timber sdlewould be*“ returned to thetreasury” and that the amount received would be determined
by the market at thetimeit wascut. Mr. Baker added thatincomefrom timber sdeswas currently
a avey high levd.

In responseto aquestion from Mr. Richardson, M s. Wilson said supporting the project with ‘ sew-
ardship’ funds had been considered, but that most of its resources were dedicated to projectsin
Southern Oregon on property that was not able to produce timber revenue.

10. Knotweed Control Project —Sponsor: Cascade Pecific Resource Conservation and Develop-

ment, Corvallis, Or. Description: Funding isrequested for support of one of amulti-year effort to
control the knotweed complex of weeds, primarily through herbicide gpplications in watersheds
containing BLM land. Fundswill be used to gain landowner permission and conduct treatment on
infested patches. Other weeds may also be treated. Funds Requested: $73,600.
Northwest Invasive Weed Management Partnership Coordinator Patrick Smith describedthepro-
posed project as* on-the-ground” weed management. He said itsgodsweretechnicd information
sharing and regiona/loca weed management. He said morethan 50 organizationswereinvolvedin
the Partnership. He showed pictures of Knotweed infestation and exhibited and example. Hede-
scribed newly developed herbicides that were singularly effective on Knotweed. Hesaid that al-
though scientific sudiesshowed it was safe, it would beimportant that the project create public un
dergtanding of it.

11. Aquatic Habitat Restoration Plan: In-Stream Restoration — Sponsor: BLM. Description
Three barrier culverts along BLM road in Upper Wildcat Creek areawill be removed. Twenty-
two in-stream log structures would be created in upper Wild Cat Creek. Sixin-stream log struc-
tures would be created in Sderratus Creek. Seventeen in-stream log structureswould be created
inthe north tributary of Leopold Creek. The project will increase the production of commercialy
and culturdly important fish and other aguatic species and improvethe sability of the aquatic sys-
tem. Funds Requested: $67,500.

12. Aquatic Habitat Restoration Plan: Barrier Culvert Removal — Sponsor: BLM. Description:
one barrier culvert will be removed on Haight Creek. Two barrier culverts will be removed on
Buck Creek. Threebarrier culvertswill be removed on Shaw Creek. Theproject will increasethe
production of commercidly and culturdly important fish and other aquatic speciesand improve the
stahility of the aquatic syssem. Funds Requested: $14,150.
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BLM Staff Leo Poole digributed vicinity maps identifying the vianity of the two Aquatic Habitat
Restoration Plan projects. He described the work to be undertaken at each location

13. Lake Creek Road Improvement, Phase |: Fish Passage and Road Realignment/Survey and
Design — Sponsor: BLM. Description Two stream culverts will be removed on Lake Creek
Road and replaced with new low prdfile culverts designed to pass both aguatic species and the
100-year flood event. A culvert on Road No. 15-7-26.2 will beremoved and the stream channd
restored by relocating the road gpproximately 300 feet to avoid the crossing. Phasel involves sur-
vey and design work for the project. The project will increasethe production of commercidly and
culturaly important aquatic speciesand improve the Sability of the aquatic system. The project will
aso improve the road infrastructure. Funds Requested: $79,000.

14. Lake Creek Road Improvement, Phase Il Fish Passage and Road Realignment, Construc-
tion Phase— Sponsor: BLM. Description: Two stream culvertswill be removed on Lake Creek
Road and replaced with new low profile culverts designed to pass both aquatic species and the
100-year flood event. A culvert on Road No. 15-7-26.2 will beremoved and the stream channd
restored by relocating the road approximately 300 feet to avoid the crossing. Phase Il involves
congtruction of the project. The project will increasethe production of commercidly and culturdly
important aguatic speciesand improvethe sability of the aguatic system. Theproject will dsoim-
prove the road infrastructure. Funds Requested: $118,500.

15. Lake Creek Road Improvement, Phaselll: Paving/Survey and Design — Sponsor: BLM. De:
scription: Paving Lake Creek Road would be designed by contract with an engineering firm. The
project will decrease sediment runoff into Lake Creek, increasing the production of commercialy
and culturdly important aquatic species and improving the stability of theaguetic system. Thepro-
ject will dsoimprovetheroad structure by providing awell-drained, hardened surface. FundsRe-
quested: $32,000.

BLM Staff Phil Redlinger distributed copies of materia entitled “ Lake Creek Road Project Suite.”
He noted that it provided proposed funding sources and project map locationsfor the three phases
of the Lake Creek Road Improvement project. He explained the seasona corflicts of use and
heavy traffic on the section of road proposed for improvement. He said updating of culverts could
not be classfied as maintenance and could not be funded from timber salesrevenue. Hesaid pav-
ing the section would generate less stream sediment and alow increased recregtiond, resdentid,
and emergency vehicle travel onit. Hesaid phaseV of the project would be paid entirdly by tim-
ber salesrevenue.

In response to a question from Mr. Kent, Mr. Redlinger explained that it was less expensve to

completethe project usng RAC fundsthan toimmediately use sdesrevenue for maintenancework
and have to recongtruct it to replace culverts later.
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Mr. Woodard suggested that “ vertical curves’ in the proposed roadway caused by redesigned cu-
verts could be acceptable to users, saving consderable design and construction cost.

5. Closing

Mr. Elliott determined there was agreement to schedule the June 10 meeting for 9:00 am. to 12:00 p.m.
Hesaid BLM staff would prepare required public notices of the meeting and distributemeeting agenda and
background materid to members. He said resource specidistsand other project sponsorswould beinvited
to be present in the firgt part of the meeting to answer limited questions of members.

Ms. Mogstad said she would appoint a member from Category 1 to preside at the meeting and that mem-
bers absent today should familiarize themsdves with the projects and use ‘ whatever meansnecessary’ tobe
prepared to vote on projects at the June 10 meeting.

The meeting adjourned a 3:25 p.m.
